24 years old, wnd Louls, aged 20

The oldest son has heen In the Guard
for nine years, while the other two boys
have bean membars for six and threq yoars,
rogpectively. They all belong to the 34

An influentinl friend of tha family who
Is sepeclally fond of Louls cilled nt the
Bennett homa today and afferdd to make an
nttempts to have the youngest boy excumed
from service.

T thank you
Just_the aame,"” he told the friend, “but 1
don't want anybedy to think that T have
n yellow streak. No, elr, I'm eatled and 1'1I
